AN INPREGNADLE POSITION,

RIPLES FROM THE CITY, 

At the jetty yesterday afternoon a 
nunber of lighters were unloading arms 
and ammunition which had heen secured 
hy the’ Government troops in Nantao 
earlier in the afternoon. . It may be 
mentioned here that Nantao and the city 
is being swept clear of rebels by Admiral 
Tuong’s troops, and no rebels are now 
left, ab any rate in ‘arms, on the southern 
side of Shanghai, Altogether some 7,000 
good rifles, together with an enormous 
quantity of ammunition anda great deal 
of useless armoury were taken yesterday 
afternoon, but the exact figures for ‘the 
moment cannut be given. 

At. one. point the explorers brought to 
Hght two robbers who were keeping watch 
over 2 quantity of valuable jewellery. 
Apparently they hoped by keeping quiet 
to escape detection, but they were enught 
and sent under guard’ to the Arsenal.

From the. west gate one went to the 
little west gate, whieh is near the railway 
line and bore the. brunt of the attack from 
St. Catherine’s Bridge. 
AN round here to the north gate and 
on to the river side the attack was inerens- 
ingly heavy, and the defences against it 
could searecly be excelled by the best

responsibility for cutting dues nog, there- 
fore rest upon them. : 

In dealing. with the statements the Com- 
mittee pointed out that, so far as they 
can ascertain, the amount of the subsidy 
paid by. the Imnerial, Japanese Govern- 
ment to tho Nippon Yusen Kaisha, is 
yen 5,087,796, of more than Rs, 76 lakhs 
yearly, This sum represents upwards of 
93 ‘per ‘cent. on the paid-up capital of 
the Nippon’ Yusen Kaisha, It. follows 
therefore that, even if the steamers work 
at considerable loss, the. subsidy still 
énables the company ta nav 1 dividend, 
An annual subvention on such a scale is 
clearly not a mail subsidy, It must, be 
for the purpose of enabling the company 
to. compete with foreign eompanies, and 
to extend Japanese trade.

| A YEAR-ON A MOVING GLACIER. 


The first acconnt of the experiences of 
Mr, Frank Wild and seven companions, 
all under $0 years of age, who formed 
the second base of Dr. Mawson's 
Antaretic expedition, and with charac- 
teristic pluck elected to berlanded on a 
moving Antarétic glagier rather than 
return to Australia, is now available, 
After a year had passed they were 
sveseued with great difficulty, in- eireun- 
stanees already narrated, by Captain 
Davis, of the Aurora. 

The chief result of their exploration 
war the discovery of w great tract of” 
land, with 250 niles of coast line, .prob- 
ably extending to the Pole itself, which 
has been named Queen Mary's Land. 
Mr. Frank Wild was specially selected - 
“hy Dru Mawson to command the sceond 
party, in View ‘of his magnificent record 
and unique Antaretic experience, for he 
had not only served with Scott's expedi- 
tion in’ 1902, but was also one of 
Shackletun's “ Farthest South '' party. 

Captain Davis, who landéd | and also 
rescued the little band, has written: 

“ Wild and his inn were landed on one 
of the most hazardous positions in which 
anyone could be left. After putting the 
> main ‘party ashore Dr, Mawson instructed 
ne to digembark Wild on a land which 
proved to. bu non-vxistent, For three 
weeks we searched for a landing-place, 
hy whieh time coal supplies were running 
short, and vit looked as if we should be 
unable to land tho party at ad] and should 
by compelled to return with them = to’ 
Hobart. One. morning, -however, we 
discovered an enormous glacier extending 
from the main coastline 120 miles to the. 
north, and it was on this floating glacier. 
scyventeen miles from land, that Mr, Wild 
und his party were eventually Janded. 
After five strenuous days occupied in 
potting stores, equipment, and hut one ty 
thy. top of the glacier , 30ft.. above sen 
level, we said-good-bye to this little party 
uf eight men, who were facing very 
serious risks rather than return to 
Australia with their task unaceomplished, 
On February, 28nd this handful of men 
scrambled over the side of the ehip with 
their blankels on their backs, and made 
their way. across the jce-floc to the heap 
of stores on the glacier which represented 
all that they had to depend upon far.tho 
next’ twelve months—a black heap. of 
stores in a white waste of snow... They, 
disappeared cheering as they went, and 
1 watched then with feclings of anxiety 
ond admiration as [ steamed off. on my 
return to Hobart.” . 


SCRAMBLING ON THE GLACIER, 


Speaking to Renter's representative 
uf hig experiences, My, Wild said: 
"The party under my mand were 
G. HH. Dovers, surveyor; -C. Harrison, 
artist’ and biologist; A. O. Hoadley, 
ecologist; & EB, Johes, surgeon; A. Lb, 
vennedy, magnetician; M. "II, Muyes, 
meteorologist; .and A. D.° Watson, 
geologist, ; 3 ; aoe 
“We tcft, Mawson at his bane in Adclic 
Lind, on January 19th of last year, with 
orders to form ‘a. second, base on Sabyina 
Land or Knox Land. The former we 
soon aseeriained did not exist, and im- 
penctrable pack — prevented us from 
getting within sixty miles of Knox Land, 
with the result that, ingtead of 400 miles, 
we cruised for.1,300 miles, and still found 
ro chance of landing, On February lth 
we sighted a glacier, which had probably 
heen mistaken by: Witkes for Termination 
Land, and on the lath found a landing. 
This being Shackleton’s birthday we 
named it Shackleton Glacier, i 
“Lt looked an impossible spot, It was 
clearly a inoving glace and its terrible 
cliffs, 100ft. high, were badly broken and 
erevassed, 1 fully realised the possibility 
of it brenking away, but thought the ris! 
worth taking, However, Poasked all my 
prople separately if they were willing to 
and, and, trusting to my judement, they 
cheerfully consented, We bad thought of 
landing on a fast flue, five or six years 
old, which we had seen some days previ- 
ously but fortunately did not, or: we 
should have nll been Lost. ; 
"Landing our hut, stores, ete, H 
hoisting them up this dangerous cliff 
was a Jong and difficult business, and our 
uext care was to move them from the 
Droken edge toe a spot 610 yards distant, 
where we erected our hut. During these 
operations the whole party worked four- 
terp hours a day, and six days after ‘the 
Aurora had departed we were able’ to 
Joave our tents and occupy the hut. Dur- 
ing this ‘period the. temperature varied 
Slides, dropping as low as minus 15.Pahr. 
We covered 189 rmiles in- dragging’ stores 
between the gineier edge and the - hut. 
We made -preparations for sledging, but 
were detained until the iniddle of March 
hy blizzards and snow drifts 15ft. in 
depth, : 


HELD UY RY BLIZZARDS, 


“Tn tha meantime all the sea-ice blow 
away, leaving us with a perpendiealar 
glacier edge up whieh it was impossible 
for penguins or seals to reach, and for 


five months ‘we had te depend. entirely | 


an tinned fouds. As soon as the weather 
permitted a party of six Jeft the hut. to 
Jay out a depot on land, which we could 
sre to the sotth, seventeen miles distant 
fyom our glacier, Kennedy and: Watson 
were left ab the base, Although, in a 
ciireet line, the land lay seventeen miles 
off, our first journey to it was thirty-three 
miles in length. 4 3 ! 
“After: cight “days’ travelling we 
reached a spot’ thirty-five miles: inland, 
at an altitude of 2,200ft.. . Crevasses 
abounded, and from March, 2 t fora 
period of nine days we were kept in eamp 
by the saine blizzard which proved fatal 
to Scott and his gallant companious. We 
soon found it impossible to go on and 
turned back for home. Carrying only 
BOlb, per man the going was xo hard that 
we only covered a mile and a quarter in 
eight hoars down hill, and sinking three 
fect in’snow. When two miles from our 
nut another blizzard beld- us up. — One 
tent collapsed, and its three ocenpant« 
were unabla to move or get’ food for 
thirty-six hours. 6 
“The days were now becoming too 
short, and the weather too uncertain fur 
extensive gledge work, and we made pre- 
parationgs for the. winter in our glacivr 
home. We dng a. tunnel. with caves to. 
hold, our ‘stores, and this was entered hv

VAST PENGUIN ROOKERY, 


In August we again made prepara- 
Uons fer. sledging, one party of threo : 
going castward and another to- the west. 
The Jatter surveyed all the coast line to 
the point reached by the German expedi- ; 
{ion of 1902, THe western party did most | 
of its travelling on land. atean altitude‘ 
ol two to three thousand. feet. § On one | 
trin it did 510 miles at that altitude. 
This party discovered the largest emperor 
penguin rookery eyer recorded, This 
was on an island sixty-five miles west of 
our glacier hut, and here were congre- 
gated some seven thousand young emperor 
birds, in addition to innumerable ordin- 
wy penguins, . The eastern, party sur- 
veyed’ as far as 101 EF. longitude, and 
went inland for fifty miles, reaching an 
altitude of 4,500ft, : 

“Blizzards were very “severe. One 
exceptionally bad one split a tent, and 
caused the others to collapse, We were 
thus without shelter in a hundred miles 
an hour wind, For five days we lay: in 
a covered hole. 12ft. by 6ft. by afi” At 
intervals awful avalanches erashed: down 
fram a 600ff, cliff 400 yvarda frem us, | 
while giant bonleders of iee weighing 
wenty tong came.to within a hundred 
yards of our hole, which three months ! 
juter was engulfed. 


HOMTING THE UNION JACK, 


» On Christmas Day we formally took 
ossession of Queen: Mary’s Land, and 
heisted the Union Jack. — J called my } 
companions together to, witness the act, ! 
ax we took the land tn the name of the } 
Australian. expedition ‘for King George | 

The land is a continuation of King 
fdward VII. Plateau, has 2, coast line 
af 350 miles, and ascends gradually prob- 
ably to the Pole itself. We photographed 
ihe scene, left a canister and a record, 
and in honour of the oceasion had 2 
drink all round: from the medical com- 
forts, which fortunately had. not been 
needed. 

“The ive we met with on the expedition 
was by far the worst I have aver seen. 
On our glacier this was partly ‘the result 
of collisions between mare quickly moving 
masses and our own. These: collisions 
had torn crevasses more than 300ft, wide 
and 400Ft, deep, and the impact had 
thrown up icc 250£t. to 300ft. high, This 
evidently extended « right out” to. sea. 


After covering ten miles we had te give} 


it up. There were, too, magnificent ice 
cascades twelve miles wide and from two 
fo three thousand feet high... There was 
a constant upheaval, due tothe varying 
speeds of the. ice, At night time the con- 
stant groaning of the ice masa and 
continual reports like pistol shots had: a 
weird affect,” ; 

Asked for his worst experience, Mr. 
Wild said: ‘On the whole, we enjoved 
rod health, and there were no casualties. 
Valling down crevasses was more or Jess 
common, and. we ‘all got grazed and 
bruised, while: on one oceasion Watson 
was dewn’a crevasse for twenty minutes, 
hefore we hauled him out, There was, 
too, the ever-present possibility of findine 
our hut gone, but fortunately -it did) not 
get ndvift, |: ee ae 

“Qur wérst-experience was in October, 
when the. we n party was laid up for 
seventeen days in a blizzard, the longest 
on xecord, — Personally, I had: never 
before experienesd one of more ‘than nine 
days, Tt-ts difficult to.imagine what it 
meant for three men to be imprisoned. in 
a tent Gft neross, which got ‘gradually 
analler with the piled-up snow . outside. 
Thers was no room to he - straight, 
nething to read, and for. seventeen days 
and nights we never, under any pretext. 
whatever, went outside, Sixteen hours 
out of the twenty-fonr we spent in sleep. 
At tho end of the blizzard we were. 
weak, but it is extraordinary how soon 
ane picks up. have known of cases 
where a man will gain alb, or 6lb. in 
weight. after one meal,” : 


RELILY SHIP SIGHTED. 


An coclusion, Mr. Wild said: 

“We expeetad the Aaura to. relieve 1s 
on January 31st, but it was not until 
February 24th that sho came, We were 
higinning to get a bit anxious at her non- 
arrival, and had, in. fact, arranged for 
a second winter. At eleven o'clock on 
Sunday Jones and T were out on the flog, 
when we saw what we thought to be- 
penguii, ~ Looking through. my 
euars, T espied what was undoubted the 
crows nest of the Aurora. Thad only 
just concluded reading service, and the 
men were all enjoying their Sunday. rest; 
when Jones ran back and told. them to 
aet their kit ready. Being Sunday, they 
could pot at first realise what the order 
“menut. en 

“Phe wberara was a mile and: a half 
off, but six -hours later all our belongings 
had been embarked, and all of us lefts 
glacier en route for home, “A-very Hage 
delay would have meant the ship being 
frozen in for the winter,”
